There is no reason why the city of Ed- 
monton should pay the costs of operating 
@ revenue-producing federal department 
and Ottawa should explain to the people 
of this city just what is going on when 
customs and immigration authorities offer 
threats to make Edmonton pay for their 
accommodation at the Edmonton airport. 

The story as it comes to The Edmonton 
Bulletin is that these federal departments 
demand that Edmonton provide free space, 
janitor service, light, heat and possibly 
secretarial service for them at the local 
airport. 

If Edmonton does not supply these 
facilities, the customs and immigration de- 
partments, it is said, threaten to cut off 


Edmonton's rights as a port of entry. 
Surely the federal cabinet cannot be 
aware of this extraordinary and high- 


handed demand. 

Other federal departments pay the city 
for space and service rendered at the air- 
port. They pay their own way wherever 
they are established throughout the city. 

In what respect are the departments of

customs and immigration exceptions to 
this rule? 

Why should they be permitted to hold 
a gun to Edmonton's head in an effort to 
get something for nothing? 

While establishment of Edmonton as a 
port of entry is of importance and of value 
to this city, these departments do not func- 
tion here as any favor to Edmonton people. 

They function here as a normal part of 
the routine duties they are supposed to 
perform in the general service of the 
country. 

These services are paid for out of the 
taxes of the Canadian people. And when 
Edmonton is asked to pay extra for this 
service, the whole business smells like a 
particularly offensive type of official 
blackmail. 

The cities of Canada are limited to a 
very narrow source of income. The federal 
government has almost illimi\ xble sources 
of income. 

This demand, if it is made seriously and 
with high authority, is a cheap and petty 
piece of business. 

And Edmonton should not stand for it. 


Protection of Civil Rights 


Tt should not have been necessary for 
the city i to instruct the 
chief constable that the civic authorities 
Will not tolerat of prisoners.

There is another matter, however, in 
regard to the civil rights of prisoners 
which is not yet quite clear. 

Some weeks ago, complaints were made 
that prisoners were not permitted to inter- 
view their solicitors in private, that jail 
officials insisted on overhearing such in- 
terviews. 

One officer was reported as saying that 
the police could not get convictions with- 
out listening in on the confidential com- 
munications made by prisoners to their 
solicitors. 

This, of course, ie a much more serious 
matter than even the use of undue force, 
intolerable as the latter may be. 

If the confidence between lawyer and 
client is not respected, one very important 
principle in the practice of law has broken 
down. 

A good many citizens would like to 
know if oes quite illegal rule of the police 
ip has been amended. 

Perhaps the Chief Constable would like 
to make it clear that this obvious violation 
of civil rights no longer exists.

Off to See

I made for the office of the 
High River Times and found the 
editor and publisker, Charlie 
Clark, a quiet, pipe-smoking man 
whose father founded the paper 
in 1905. 

We've discovered that when 
you're a stranger in a small town 
the weekly editor is the man to 
see, Charlie was no exception. 


Could he suggest a fanch 
where the folks wouldn't mind a 
large aluminum trailer on the 
property. Some place that would 
more or less reflect the life and 
times of the typical Alberta cat- 
tle raiser? 

Charlie could and did and 
right after lunch we were on our 
way to the Y Cross Ranch of 
Joe Bews, some 30 miles from 
High River and near the Turner 
Valley oil town of Longview. 


Tough Going 
For Trailer 

The drive from the main high- 
way westward into the foothills 
was the severest test our trailer 
has had or is likely to have. 

At regular intervals there were 
cattle guards, small bridges of 
iron pipes spaced eight inches 
apart and theoretically impass- 
able for cattle. 

They're just about impassable 
for a trailer, too, and we squeak- 
ed and clattered through them 
with many a groan. 

But nothing could dim the joy 

of climbing into these enchant- 
ed hills, as green and rolling as 
the English downs, yet wild and 
rugged and only a day's pony 
ride from those formidable 
peaks, The air was like cham- 
pagne, The breeze down the 
ighwood River canyon was sud- 
y cool to the brow.

At New Low Prices

If you happen to hit the right moment in your shopping 
tour this week you'll be able to buy a case of ready-ripe 
apricots for as little as $1.00. 

Now these are good ’n ripe... and must be canned im- 
mediately or will spoil quicker 'n a cat can wink its eye. But 
if you'll take advantage of the moment's bargain you'll have 

quarts ’n quarts of juicy, sweet California ‘cots to serve to 
your hungry family come the weary winter. 

Then again . the same ripe fruit may be used for 
jams and preserves of various assortments if some are blem- 
ished or soft. 

But you'll have to tend to this almost immediately 
as California supplies will be cut off at the week's end. 

British Columbia orchards will produce no apricots 
this half-century year.

First prune plums showed their purple little faces in 
Edmonton at the week-end and are selling at a 30c per 
und price prohibitive to canning. 
‘id These are California imports and are priced high to give 
leeway to the B.C. plums which were saved from winter's 
ravages: 


Tangy taste-tempters, the green seedless grapes, 
are still selling at 39¢ to 45¢ per pound and are avail- 
able in quantity. 

This very same quantity business will bring the 

prices down to more reasonable levels within the week. 


A similar price shift in watermelon and cantaloups 
is a result of increased quantities of very ripe and very per- 
ishable fruit. 

The melons are selling at a two pounds for 15c level and 
even less than that for whole green-hided watermelons. The 
‘loups are going at two for 25c in some shops and that’s a 
fruit price almost down to the reasonable level. They'll end 

shortly too.
